The racing rule referred Is the follow- 
ing: 


"A yacht shall not bear away out of her 


course so as to hinder another yacht In 
passing to leeward." 


Section 2 of the fame rule says: 
"A yacht free shall keep clear of one 
close hauled." 


The rule covering disqualifications if. 
"If a yacht In consequence of her neg- 
lect ot any of these rules shall foul an- 
other yacht or compel another yacht to 
four any yacht, mark or obstruction, or 
to run aground, she shall lx- disqualified 
and shall pay all damages." 


As. stated in these dispatches yester- 


day tho Defender gave the Valkyrie plen- 
ty of room to cross the line and It was 
only by the Valkyrie's bearing away to 
prevent crossing before gun tire th.it; 
caused the fouling. The Valkyrie was •„•> 
windward and close to the committee 
boat, and going toward the line at a pace 
that would probably have carried her over 
before the signal. To avoid this she bore 
away to leeward and eased out on ht-r 
sheets In order to spill the wind and che^'k 
her 
headway. The change of course 


brought her within biscuit toss of 
the 


. American boat. The 
latter held 
her 
course, fhc British skipper, (o avoid a 
collision whlch_seemed Inevitable, luffed 
up and Valkyrie's Room did the da-"iRC 
to Defender. He violated tho rules by 
tearing away and by falling to keep clear 
of the Defender, a yacht 'close hauled. 
Such Is the verdict of tho committee, and 
also of all competent Judges on" the at- 
tendant fleet. Cnpt. Cansfield. of the Val- 
kyrie, holds that the fault lay with Capt. 
Hcff of the Defender, and Insists that he 
could said no closer to the end of the line 
without fouling the committee boat. 


Lord Dunraven accepts the decision and
